Lobes t took 
fix Quarts of purulent, thick, moft intolerably 
fetid, reddifh-brown Matter, very acid ; for no 
fooner was it expofed a little to the open Air, than 
it fermented exceedingly. The Patient had drain- 
ed off the thinner Part the laft Week of his Life 
by violent Vomiting; and purging to thirty or forty 
Stools a Day,; and as many Vomits, it was thrown 
into the Duodenum by the Du0us Cholidochus com- 
munis, a: .' there pumped, up and thrown out, both 
by its Sharpnefs and Stimulation. All the upper 
Part of the I.lv.-r to about an Inch below the Gall- 
bladder was found. The Tumour had fo compreiTed 
the right Kidney, that it was emaciated away to iefs
